Mr, Van- 
koughnet rose and said thatin consequence 
of the extraordinary vote which had been 
given, he would now move the adjournment 
of the Uouse. Uhe result is nota mere 
decision upon the Seat of Governinent ques- 
tion, it is the legitimate result of the tyran- 
ny practised on Upper Canada by the Go- 
yernment, and of the carcer of extravagance 
which they have been running. The Coali- 
tion was able to bully tie Lower House, 
who dread a dissolution; the Council has 
given them their deserts. Many members 
who yoled for the almost revolutionary 
measure of throwing out the supplies areof 
the strongest Conservative tendefcies—Mr, 
Catnpbell, Mr. Alexander, Mr. DeBlaquiere, 
Mr. Allan, and Mr. Seymour, were foremost 
in the work of opposition, No fact could 
sliow more plainly the length which the 
Ministry bave gone in evil. 

The Ministry” will, of course, try every 
expedient to rele out of the disastrous 
position in which they find themselves.— 
Some suppose that Parliament will be at

NEWSPAPER POSTAGE. 


Woe regret to observe that Mr. Sidney 
Smith evinces no sign of a disposition to 
comply with tho wishin of the gront bulk 
of tho Provincial newspapers on tho sub- 
ject of the proposed rato of postage. ‘The 
Postmaster General will not yield, And 
tho House having passed his Bill author 
izing tho rate, its ro-imposition may be con: | 
sidered an nccomplished fact, How it 4s 
to bo lovied—whother in ndyance or on de-| 
ivery—does not yet appear, und Mr. Smith 
himself appears in doubt upon the subject. 
In either case, the result will bo prejudicial 
to newspapers, Already, tho paper and | 
much of the material employed by the pro- | 
prictor, feel the effect of taxation ; and now | 
subseribers aro to be mulcted to the tunc| 
of half a cent per copy for transmission | 
through the post.

Prospect of War in Europe. 


The intelligence from Europe leaves little 
room for hope of peace. A little fluctuation 
now and then takes place in public opinion, 
as in the funds; but things go back to the 
cloudy point with a certainty that indicates 
the prevalence of the belief ir the occur- 
rence of war. Now, there is a talk that 
Rome prays for the evacuation of foreign 
troops; and. again, that Austria accepts 
Lord Cowley’s overtures and will attend a 
conference. But all tidings of this sort 
turn out to be deceptive. Tualy desires.not 
peace, and any pretence to the contrary isa 
inere trick to gain time for Louis Napoleon 
to complete his prapatationss And as for 
Austria, her readiness to participate upon a 
conference is predicated cn the impossible 
condition that Sardinia shall disarm.— 
Whilst, then, diplomacy may postpone the 
commencement of hostilities a fuw weeks, 
oreven months, their speedy occurrence 
may be considered inevitable, 

Some of our exchanges, American and 
Canadian, are speculating upon the proba- 
ble effect of a European war upon the indus- 
try and trade of this continent; their con- 
clusion being that that event will create a 
lively demand for agricultural products, aud 
that our farmers will therefore enjoy high 


prices. In one particular these writers are 
correct, War in Europe must stimulate 


the demand for grain from this side of the 
Atlantic; and high prices must follow as a 
matter of course, But this is short-sighted 
encouragement. For inasmuch as war will 
render money scarce and dear, and inas- 
much as both Canada and the States are 
still borrowers in the London market, great 
difficulty will aecessarily present itself in 
the prosecution of purpuses for which for- 
eign money is needed, Any advantage 
which our agricallurists may derive from 
war will, therefore, be more than counter- 
balanced by the injury inflicted upon the 
general business and industrial interests of 
the country.— Ottawa Citizen. 

Fetrowes’ Trtar.—lIt will be seen by 
our Toronto correspondenv’ letters, that the 
notorious scoundrel, Fellowes’ is to be tried 
at L’Original, next week, ‘The outrageous 
election frauds perpetrated in Russe!l, have 
brought disgrace upon this section of Can- 
ada.

Another Murder in Upper Canada. 


The Hamilton Zimes gives the particu 
Jars of yet another [murder, committed on 
Sunday evening, about nine o'slock, ata 
place catled Chippewa Creek, on the Hamil- 
ton aud Port Dover Railway, on which the 
deceased, Matthew Duigh, was employed 
asa laborer. Somo twenty-five or thirty 
of the laborers, with two of their foremen, 
wore assembled drinking in a groggery. In 
the courso of the orgies ahe two foremen, 
Brennan and McGillis, renewed an old quar- 
rel which thoy had a few days previous, The 
laborers present took sides with thoir respec- 
tive overseers, and the deceased also rushed 
in with the intention, it may be presumed, 
of taking part in the melee, A few seconds 
afterwards, two shots were fired from a pis- 
tol in the hands of one of tho parties, the 
last shot taking effect in the hoart of the 
unfortunate man Duigh, who expired in # 
fow minutes after receiving the fatal wound. 
Brennan and McGillis have been arrested 
and brought to Hamilton, but it is believed 
neither of them fired the shot, The suspi- 
cions of the “dancers” were attached to a 
man named Lalor, a most reckless fellow, 
who immediately after the dischargo of the 
pistol complained of bis finger being burn 
ed. ‘The fore finger was soared hy the com 
bustion of gunpowder, ‘This individual was 
airosted by the remainder of the party, bat 
was subsequently liberated by some under- 
hand influence. During the fracas aman 
named James Townson was stabbed with a 
conse knife in the left side; ho fs under the 
medical charge of Dr, Bethune, Tho do- | 
coased, Duigh, received the fatal shot whon 
inside tho house, and with a bound he leap: 
ed out of doora and foll dead on the sward, 
a few yards from tho shapty. Deoensod

Tt was sometime after the war of 1812 
that a printing press was established in 
Brockville, :

Yo the honour of Brockville, though at 
that time but a very small village, it estab: 
lished the third printing press in the Pro- 
Vince, by isshing the Brockville Recorder / 
This was an important event in the history 
of your town. The village had now re- 
ceived (name of Brockville, in memory 
of General Brock, who fel! at the battle of 
Queenston Heighty Mr, Beach was the 
Publisher, Egitor, &e. It was the first. of 
tlie Villese thatis attached to so many places 
in Canada west. P 
You, Mr. Editor of the 2ecorder, have no 
doubt your own difliculties, but nething in 
comparison to what Were experienced. by, 
your predecessor in conducting the first 
nowspaper, and public. journal.

Cutting Potatoes for Planting. 


After all that has been written on tho|r 
subject, it is still a disputed point whether 

it is better to plant Jargo“or small potatoes, 
whiolo potntocs or nots. 

Tho fleshy matter of the potatoe unqnes- 


and, on theoretical grounds, it might be 
suppoxod that the larger the potatoes —the 
moro fleshy matter there is to each oyo— 
tho moro vigorous would bo tho curly. 
growth of the plant. ‘This is probably trua 
so far no the growth of loaves and stems is 
concerned, and it may bo of seed (balls) 
also; but it must bo borne in mind, in ap- 
plying general principles to the cultivation 
of tho potatoe, Lint the object is not to de- 
velop the natural growth of the plant, but 
to incrense the formation of the tubers—of 
the underground "gouty branches.” Tho 
presont habit of tho plant. is tho result 
somewhat of artificial treatments and in 
order to retain this habit, we must resort to 


experience to Induce the formation of tubers, 
rather than to those which are deduced 
from the general principles applicable te the 
natural growth of plants. Dr, Lindley—a 
high authority—says; “I have proved, by 
4 series of nUMeroNs experiments, that the 
weight of tho potatoo per acre is greater, 
tinder equal circumstances, from sets than 
from whole tubers, by upwards of from 
aoven cwt to three tons per acre.’ An ex- 
cessive umount of alimentary matter in the 
sts, therefore, is injurious rather than bene- 
ficial. < 

Itdoes not follow from this fact, however, 
that small potatods are better for seed than 
largo ones, Sinall potatoes are apt to throw 
up too many small, soft stems, which pro 
duce smaller tubers than where there is one, 
orat lenst two, stout woody stems. Itséems, 
also, to be proved that a set from # good- 
sized potatoe is better than» 4 set from a 
smalloné, and itis probably true, as the 
exporiinents of the Rev, James Farquharson 
indicate, that large potatoes planted whole 
will produce a greater crop of good-sized 
mee thin small ones planted whole.— 

(ot it does not follow from this that there 

is not too much fleshy matter in the large 
potatoe when planted whole, and that it 
would not be better, as Dr, Lindley states, 
to plant only sets from thie large potutoe, 

It is 4 curious fact, but one which seems 
to be well’ established, that tho eyes from 
the extremity of the potatoe produce crops 
which come to maturity two or three weeks 
earlier than those from the root end. In 
some parts of England, farmers who raise 
early potatoes’ for market, have nyailed 
themselves of this fact for many years,— 
They cut the potatocs into sets. The sets 
nearest the extremity of the potatoe produce 
the earliest crop, and are planted by them- 
selves, in warm places, for this purpose.— 
‘The sets at the root end are planted for a 
late crop, and those in the middle of the 
potatos are planted for an intermediate 
crop. ‘Thy root end is usually thrown aside 
for the pigs.— Genesee Farmer,

and fruitfulness by this means, It some- 
times remedies the cracking of pears.

the use of ashes.at the rate of a teacupful 


of potatoes for each buslel of ashes used. 
Tho kind of potatoes was the Pink Bye, and 
yield 209 bushels per acre, ‘The ground 
jas planted May 7, with ashes in the holes 
and a little dirt over them, It was plough- 
od and hoed June 18, the rows being four 
feet apart and hills three feet, ‘Phe ashes 
cost 12 cents a bushel, and the potatoes 
sold at 35. cents, returning full 50 cents a 
bushel for the ashes employed.

Her Majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Logislative Conneil and As- 
sembly of Cunada, enacts as follows s— 
“1, If any person by any false pretence 
obtains the signature of any other person 
to any bill of exchange, promissory note, 
or any valuable security, with intent t6 
cheat or defraud, every such offender shall 
be guilty of a, misdemeanor, and shall. be 
liable to fine or imprisonment, or both, at 
the discretion of the Court ; such imprison- 
ment to bo fora period less than two yeirs.”” 
Since writing the above we are glad to 
find that the Lill bas become law, having 
received the royal sanction on Wednesday 
last. So, for he future, rogues had better 
mind their 1s aud Q's.

nnd to this end, clectors should see that they 
nre not led away by clap trap demagogues, 
or needy: speculators, who seek merely \to

It is natural to escape lesser liabilities by 
undertaking greater ; and the sequel seems 
to justify the wisdom of the. process, fon a 
discerning public evidently thinks a great 
bankruptcy less discreditable than a small 
one. ‘To fail for a thousand pounds is ri- 
diculous; for fifty thousand, tragic aid 
magnificent. We do not venture to pro- 
phecy the value of French, Russian, or Aus- 
trian stock after a seven years’ war; but 
war. will always be possible so long as the 
majority of mankind look to the, interest 
ratber than the security of a loap, and are 
always able to flatter themselves that the 
worst is over, and that this is positively the 
very last addition to the debt. 

Yet, let it be un lerstood what sort of # 
financial stage we are entering upon. If 
the war does go 09, then we venture fo 
prédict that! British capitalists will be able 
to purcliase French, Russiar, and’ Austrian 
stock mufth cheaper five years hence. Ther 
had better, therefore, use their money for 
domestic purposes at present, and invest in 
the Continental funds, if they are so. mind- 
ed, at the end of those five years. Almost 
any inyestment is better. than, lending to a 
State which is plunged into. an endless 
war; it wants overything. It wants men; 
it wants all the materials of war; it wants 
credit, for daily ‘Wansactions; and for all 
these purposes it must borrow more and 
more still, Already all kinds of corn are 
rising rapidly ; coal. of every sort is caught 
up for conveyance to that place; und 
froight is again in request, So, lire we 
live that golden age of high prices which 
the agriculturist and some merchants re- 
member with delight, but which @ states 
man cannot contemplate without tle ut- 
most concern. War is a disease which 
turns into one huge gal! the alinouts which 
should supply strength. to. the body, and 
which is 1a0re exigent of supplies than the 
inost robust and industrious stité of health. 
The belligerenta will waut everything, and 
they would be delighted to oblatn from ts 
the means of ourdestruction or humiliation. 
Perhaps we caniot reftiso thom materials, 
[t will rest with individuals to lend their 
money as they please; but nobolly will 
pity those who are.ruined by too eagerly 
grasping this opportunity of a private gain 
at the cost of their country, ‘To those who 
wish to think little before they lend for 
cigners the means of indefinite mischief, it 
many be as well to suggest that daily war is 
becoming wore expensive than ever. aL ts 
becoming A question of money. Tr will be 
fought as much in the dockyard and. the 
‘aboratory as on sea or land.

Tn less than one month the: unfortunate 
men, Oyor, Moore, and Armstrong, will have 
suffered the extreme penalty of the law, for 
the murder of g fellow being. In the mean- 
tine the clergymen of the several denomina- 
tions in Cown are unremitting in their Jabors 
to prepare them for the awful change. Yes+ 
terday, in company with Jamos Weyms Usq., 
we visited Armstrong in his cell, and found 
bim busily engaged in writing ont a history 
of his life, Ie appeared to be very cheerful, 
and said he was quite p ed -to die the 
death to which he was sentenced. For up- 
wards of an hour he related to us the perpe- 
tration of crimes of different kinds of which 
he had been guilty during his life, for all of 
which he expressed deep penitence, . He ne- 
ver was engaged jn murdor, he said, till the 
one for which he was now sentenced to death, 
He appears to have been a most expert house- 
breaker—neithor locks, bars, nor bolts form- 
ing any obstruction to him. During his life, 
he said, he had robbed to the extent of $15, 
000, in money and jewellery, The largest 
haul made by him was from the purser’s of- 
fice of the Empire State, lying at the whar! 
At Buffalo, the sum stolen by him on this o 
casion being $2,810, ‘The robbery was offect- 
ed by his dressing himself off as the wife of 
the cook of the boat, ‘Tho clothes were fur- 
nished him by a prostitute in a house of ill 
fame at Buffalo, to whom he gave $800 for 
the use of them, He also related to us that 
on tho 11th of April—tho day ho was liber- 
ated from jail for stealing—that Moore and 
Over told him how they had been unsuccdss- 
ful in their attempt to throw the Express 
train on tho Great Western Railway off the 
track on the night of the 12th March. ‘Tho 
place selected by them for the accomplish-

sufficient inculpatory evidente, A will 
purporting to have been made by the de 
ceased was produced, and has since been 
ascertained to bo a, foryery, and to have 
been drawn ont by some member of the 
family—supposed by the prisoner, On 
Monday Jast, an investigation into the whole 
circumstances was commenced by W. B 
Matthews, Esq. J. P., at Brantford. The 
name of the prisoner is Willian Wallace 
Robertson, He is'a young man apparent- 
ly about 26 years of age, und when arrest- 
ed he denied that hawas guilty of ue for 
gery. Mrs. Sirah Robortson, mother of 
the prisoner, deposed that Willinm had ad- 
mitted to her that he had forged the late 
Mr. Robertson's will, ‘his admission was 
made some time after the will was made 
The will was found by the children in a 
desk which had been previously searched ; 
but Mrs, Robertson, from the beginning, 
doubted that the will was ever made by her 
late husband, us if it were genuine, it would

terbalancing the loss of support in one section 
by the increased gain thus derived from the 
other, Ministers said to Lower Canada “ Give 
us your support, and you sball have whatever 
you demand; withdraw it, and our opponents 
will go into power, who will give you nothing 
bat your deserts.”. Both parties haye been 
faithful to the compact. Ministers not only 
govern independently of the support, bat in 
defiance to the wishes of Upper Canada.— 
They not only do this, but they compel us to 
pay to Lower Canada the most exorbitant 
bribes, to reward them for governing us a: 
gainst our will, and contrary to our interests. 

Tt is not wonderful that Lower Canada 
should under such circumstances grow arro- 
gant and supercilious. She has the power in 
her own hands, and why should she notmake 
his feel its weight? What right have we to 
complain ifshe chooses to interfere in our lo 
cal legislation—passes Jaws which we detest, 
and vetoes those we require—lays an embargo 
upon our commerce, and picks our pockets 
to suit her inclination? Is not Upper Canada 
made for the especial bene it of Lower Cana- 
da, and bas not John A, Macdonald sold his 
countrymen as slaves (o their lord and master, 
Jean Baptiste? 

The subject is, however, too serious for 
irony or pleasant raillery. ‘The diseaso under 
which the body politic is laboring has become 
ebronic, and requires an immediate and radi- 
cal remedy, ‘boughtful meh perceive that 
to continua.such a course much longer will 
prove destructiye to all concerned, Ministe- 
rialists themselves, in the midst oftheir exul- 
tations over party success, are depressed by 
the thought that it has all been achioved by 
n sectional majority, got by the most repre- 
hensible meaus. This thought, like the ghost 
of Banquo at the murderer's fenst, haunts 
them and embitters all their joy. They feel 
that victory has been bought at an unjustill- 
able sacrifice, and that a few more such yictor 
must. cnd in inevitable ruin and disgrace. 
The system of equivalents as it is called (but 
open and wholesale bribery is the more cor 
rect phrase), cannot always ast. It may do 
as a temporary nxpedient to retain »present 
incumbents in’ office, but it must in the na- 
ture of things ultimately fail, and Ministers 
must look about them for sonie other means 
of securing support. 

It is evident to tho most casual obsoryer 
that the present Government can never secure 
the support or confidence of a majority of the 
Upper Canadian members, no matter what 
change of tactics they may choose to adopt, 
and itis also manifest that they cannot long 
continue to govern with a sectional major ity, 
as at prosont, ‘his of itsclf must ever be an 
increasing source of wealcness and unpopa= 
larity, besides being domorali: in the ox- 
treme, ‘The only answer to this is, that ale 
though the allegation bo true, it is impossible 
for the Opposition to carry on a Goyornmont, 
inasmuch as they cannot secure a majority 
from Lower Canada, If this proves. any things 
it proves the necessity of somo organic change 
cithor in our Constitution or in our politicnl

Jt was 
well calculated either to make Sardinia at once 
succumb, and thus cut the Gordian knot with- 
ont bloodshed, or clse in. case of refusal it 
afforded Austria a pretext to pour.an army 
of 200,000 soldiers into Piedmo t, and over- 


whelm his opposers at once. To this nume- 
Tous army Sardinia could only have opposed 
some seventy or eighty thousand men, all told 
France, her ally, was too far distant to afford 
any timely assistance; and when the French 
army did arrive, the Austrians “would ‘be in 
possession of all the strongholds, and ready 
to conquer these reinforceinents in détaili— 
The game which Austria was’ playing was a 
desperate one, but it was in ker own lands, 
bad she used the means we haye indicated, 
and what every man of common sagacity and 
military experience anticipated as the only 
probable line of action. Instead of doing this, 
however, the Austrians have allowed their 
adyantage to pass away without improving it. 
They have loiteréd in their progress, and con- 
tented themselves with an Occupation of an 
unimportant position within a little more than 
a day’s march of the enemy's capital. They 
have allowed them to reinforce, and now if 
they conquer at all, it must be by fighting the 
united French and Sardinian armies. - 

Such a course of indecision and delay is al- 
together inconsistent with the boldness of the 
first moye. Jt cunnot be uccounted for on the 
supposition that the chivalrous spirit of the 
Austrians wonld not permit them to tike any 


treachery displayed ii their past history, and 
especially towards the Hungarians, will not 
warrant any sich supposition. The only in- 
ference that can be deduced from their hesi- 
tating vacillation is, that, through cowardice, 
they are now afraid to follow up their first act 
of aggression, They are “ willing to wound, 
but yet afraid to strike” ‘Their ultimatum and 
immediate invasion, of the enemy's territory 
was a piece -of fillibustering braggadocia, by 
which they thought the Sardinians would be 
at oncelintimidated jute: compliance *and sub- 
mission: “Inethis view Austria has got more 
than she really bargained for. By her rash 
imprudence she has plunged Europe” into a 
war, and slie must fight her way out of it, ei- 
ther to her own advantage or disconifiture. 
The telegrams which have been received 
during the past week haye been somewhat 
conflicting with respect to any actual battles 
between the opposing armies, From all that 
can be gathered, there was a small skirmish 
at the Bridge of Buffilora, where the Austrians 
crossed the ‘Licirio, which was, however, car- 
ried by them with little loss or difficulty.— 
Later than this we have a meagre account of 
Amore severe ongagenzent at ‘Trassinatto, a 
small Town on the Po River, about half way 
between Turin and Alessandria. In this ac- 
tion tle Austrians are siid to have been re- 
pulsed, with considerable loss. — Altogether 
the war seomis to progress rather slowly. ‘he 
next arrival will probably bring more accurate, 
if not more exciting, intelligence, 
The mo-t pleasing feature in foreign news 
is the ailicigh denial of the rumored ‘Treaty, 
offensive and defensive, between Russia and 
France. Of this rumor we have distinct de- 
nials by the Russian Czar, the French Emper- 
or, and Mr, D'Israeli in his speech to his 
electors, ‘Lhe T'imes, lowover, persists in its 
first statement, and assures its readers that 
such a ‘Treaty docs exist., We trust that the 
“'Thunderey” is at fault this time. The ab- 
sence of sneh a Treaty will naturally alter the 
position of England with reference to the war ; 
and already it has been announced that not 
only Englind, but Prossia, and Russia herself, 
are to observe a atyict neutrality, 
The offeots of the war on Canada aro not 
all apparent at this early stage of its develop- 
ment, Some, however, are already quite ma:
